ICTORY over Japan 

was neither the most 

difficult nor  per- 

haps the most far- 
renching of the problems 
which confronted us at the 
Potadam Conference. ‘Ger- 
many had collapsed; Europe 
must be rebuilt. The soldier 
must go home and the 
refugee return, if he could, 
to ‘his country. Above all, 
the nations must make a 
peace in which they could 
live together if not in com- 
fort, nt any rate in freedom 
and safety. 

I do not intend to recount 
our detailed exchanges in 
formal conference and in 
private conversation on all 
the urgent and = multitu- 
dinous questions which 
pressed upon us. ‘Many of 
them are still unsolved. 
Poland, for whom Britain 
went to war, is neither free 
nor quiet; Germany is still 
divided; there is no peace 
with Russia. 

Russia’s share of Poland, 
Poland’s share of Germany, 
and the place of Germany 
und the Soviet Union in the 
world, such were the topics 
which dominated our discus- 
sions, and to, which, for 
reasons of space, this ac- 
count must be limited. 

We had agreed at Yalta 
that Russia should advance 
her western front into.

‘OW we were confrocted with 

something much worse. The 
Soviet-dominated Government of 
Poland had also pr@ased for- 
ward, not to the Eastern Neisse, 
but to the Western. Much of this 
terrftory was inhabited by Ger- 
mans, and, although several 
millions had fied, many had 
stayed behind. What was 
to be done with them? 


Moving three or four million 
Poles was bad enough. Were 
we to move more than eight 
milllon Germans as well? Even 
if such o transfer could be con- 
templated, there was not enough 
food for them in what was left 
of Germany : 


Much of Germany’s grain came 
from the very land which the 
Poles had seized, and if this was 
denied us, the Western Allies 
would be left with wrecked in- 
dustrial zones anda starved and 


swollen population, For the 
future peace of’Europe here was 
ao wrong beside which Alsace- 
‘Lorraine and the Danzig Corridor 
were trifles, One day the Ger- 
mans would want thelr territory

Coal Crisis In 


Yugoslavia 


Belgrade, ‘Dec. 29. 


A cheerless New Year in freezing houses 
faces many Belgrade. families, unless a solution is 
rapidly found to Yugoslavia’s coal crisis, 


Supplies. for industry and .tho 
ruliways ore also threatened, 

The collleries ‘say that indus 
try ond the railways allowed 
stocks to run’ dangerously low 
during the summey and only at 
the onset of wihter came for- 
ward with big demands for coal, 
which coilld not possibly be 
fulfilled. 


In addition, they said, Une rail- 
ways deliberately failed to re- 
Pienish stocks as part of a 
“blackmail” policy ta force 
prices down ~— which they 
succcoded in dolng, 

The railways, on the other 
hand, accuse the coal mines of 
disregarding the terms of thelr 
sulo contracts by delivering 
inferior quality coal and by 
keeping prices artificially high. 

Some mines ore criticlsed be- 
cause production per man has 
fallen, compared with last year. 

In one Bosnian mine, for 
exomple, it fell from 1,565 kilo- 
grammes (just over one and % 
metric tons) per miner per day 
in 2052 to 1,100 kllogrammes’ 
during the Orat bald of this year. 

BELGRADE SUFFERS 

Whatever the ‘merits of the 
dispute, the inhabitants of Bel- 
grade and other towns are 
suffering, Belgrade coal mir-

Gacsden's 
appointment by President Prank- 
Nn Pieroe aroused a contro- 
versy in Congress. 


This was more than a decade 
before the Civil War but the 
elavery issuc was strong.

When Gadsden signed a trealy 
with ‘Gen. Santa Anno, tho 
Mexican leader, on Dec. 30,

acre for worthless desert, It 
was called a land grab for the 
benefit of the railroads. 

The treaty met strong ‘opposi- 
tion in the Senate where lobby- 
ing by speculators gave It a bad 
reputation. There were objec- 
tlons to furnishing. financial 
assivtance to Santa Anna. But, 
by a narrow margin, the treaty 
was ratified on April 25, 1854.

If the Congressional experts 
ore satisied, that is that. Other 
observers might fecl that if 
total employment did decline 
“much further,” it would be 
serious regardiess of whi r it 
showed up in retirements from 
the working force or In unem~ 
ployment. 


In November, the seasonal 
drop in farm employment was 
half a million, the same as last 
year; but the seasonal rise in 
non-! employment was less 
than 200,000, against more than 
850,000 last year.

NO CHEER 


Business Week, a highly re- 
garded publication, takes the 
drop in the labour force as 
nothing to cheer about but, on 
the contrary, as a “warning 
flag.” It does brake the rise in 
unemployment; but in the face 
of the rise in population and 
the entry of young workers it 
means that, over the past year, 
aboyt a million peopte ‘hdve 
stopped looking for work. 


For several weeks, some 
bankers have suspected that 
the Federal Reserve is trying to 


‘augment the money supply by 


an average of 3 per cent per 
annum, to keep the economy 
growing without Inflation. 


The Idea Js that, over a very 
long past period, the US. 
,cconomy has grown by about 3 
per cent a year, but that, as the 
monty supply has grown faster, 
there has been inflation. So If 
the money supply. is increased 
by 3 per cent a year, everything 
will be grand. It seems in- 
credibly naive. 


Business depends, .of course, 
on the speed with which money 
ig used, not mercly or its total 
supply. 


At present the Federal Re- 
serve is willing to pump any 
amount of moncy {nto the sys- 
tem, but it dots no good, be- 
cause business refuses to use it. 


In the weck to December 9 
the Federal Reserve pumped no 
less than $264 million into the 
credit -base “by cnlarging: its 
portfolio of Government sccurl- 
tes, Business t¢fused to take a 
cent of it. 


On‘the contrary, the business 
loans of' the New York City 
fell «by $24 million, 
ogainst o rise of $108 millfon in 
the corresponding week last 
year; they are now $312 million 
below the year-ago Ievel.

MUST BE’ 
RELEASED 


London, Dec, 29. 

The British Foreign Office \o- 
day repeated Its demand that ah 
prisoners:ot way in Korea must 
be released on January 22 under 
the Kofean armistice agreement. 

A spokesman .made_ the 
statement in a news conference 
comment on yesterday's majority 
report of the Neutral Natlons 
Repatriation Commission in 
Korea. : 

He said Britain disagreed 
with parts of the report—signed 
by the Indian, Polish and Czech 
delegates—which Nad charged 
that the Allied side ond parti- 
cularly South Korea, had in- 
fluenced anti-Communist. pri- 
toners in Indian custody not to 
return home. : 

The spokesman sald there 
was “some kind” of organiso- 
tions among the prisoners held 
by, the Allies, but disputed that 
{t was anything like the three- 
nation delegates had alleged. 
“Wt did mot alter the prisoncrs 
freedom of choice,” the spokes- 
man. said. 

Asked for comment on the 
report's plea that the Commuh- 
ist and Allied Commands 
should give “earnest considera- 
tion” to the future of tha 22,000 
prisoners, the spokesman said: 

“Our view is still that the 
prisoners should be set free on 
Junuary 22 in the absence of 
any other agreement.” 

He added that Britain “gen- 
erally agreed” with the report 
of the Swiss and Swedish mem- 
bers of the five-nation repatria- 
tion commission. This had said 
they could find no reason 10 
blame elther the Communist or 
Allied side for the breakdown 
in. “explanations” to prisoners 
refusing repatriation.—Reuter,
